W ashington, Feb. 20, 1634.— Congress and 
the Supreme Court adjourned to-day to attend 
the funeral of Mr Wirt, whose remains were 
entombed in the Congressional Cem etery.— 
This was contrary to the wishes ol his family, 
but in accordance with the importunity of the 
Bar and the request of the Court. 
His case 
establishes a precedent, namely, of burying 
distinguished members of the Bar of the S u ­ 
preme Court in the National Cemetery. 
Mr 
Pinckney was a member of the Senate when 
he died here, and buried at the public expense; 
Mr Wirt was not, but his funeral was attended 
by a numerous concourse, who paid him all 
that respect due to his eminent talents, his 
distinguished virtues, and his 
well earned 
lame. 
It ts contemplated by the Bar, I understand, 
to erect a monument his to memory. 
No man 
is better entitled to such a mark of respect from 
his fraternity ; for exalted la.ents have been 
rarely allied with such exalted virtues. 
The Court and Bar will wear the usual 
badge of mourning for him during the remain­ 
der of the session ; and I understand an hulo- 
gy is to be delivered by a distinguished gen­ 
tleman ot the profession.

July, 1833, |he department was indebted one 
hundred 
and ninety-five thousand dollars 
more than the whole amount of all the bal­ 
ances due to it from Postmasters, and those 
who had been postmasters up to that date : it 
moreover stated, that its current expenses 
were nearly eighty-six thousand dollars a year 
more than its current revenues, allowing the 
increase of postages to be in as great a ratio 
as they had been at uny former period. 
This 
would bring the department at the close of 
the year 1833, indebted beyond the amount 
of all the balances due to it, two hundred and 
thirty eight thousand dollar». 
The Postmaster 
General lias communicated to the Senate the 
names of the hanks to which he is indebted 
and the amount due to each ; from this it ap­ 
pears that lie has borrowed from banks the 
sum of thiee hundred and fifty thousand dol­ 
lars, and lias overdrawn in banks in which 
the deposits of his department nre made, to 
the amount of about fifty thousand dollars 
more, making his whole debt lour hundred 
thousand dollars. 
Seeing, at the close of the 
year 1833, the debts of the department would 
amount to two 
hundred and thirty-eight 
thousand dollars, it should not be a matter ol 
surprise, that this debt should be due, and 
that the amount of loans and over drafts 
should exceed the amount of two hundred 
and thirty-eight thousand dollars. 
It is rather 
a matter of surprise, (hut so small a loan as 
four hundred thousand dollars, which is but 
one hundred and sixty-two thousand dollars 
beyond the balance ot debt, should be found 
sufficient to keep this great machinery in 
operation. 
The balances due to the Post j 
Office Department are not like those due to 
an individual in winding up his business, 
which may be ascertained, collected, and the j 
account closed ; they are more like those of a j 
merchant continually buying and selling ; his I 
accounts are always running—he is continu- I 
ally collecting—yet new balances to be col- ■ 
lected are continually arising. 
The revenue of the department arises from f 
postages collected by more than ten thousand 
postmasters scattered over the whole Union, ! 
averaging from sixty to seventy dollars in 
three months from each ; these balances must ! 
be collected, brought together in large sums, j 
and transferred from one section of the coun- I 
try to another, before they can be paid to the 
persons entitled to them, 
in some parts of 
the country not one-half of the amount is col­ 
lected in postages, that is required to be 
paid for transporting the mail through them, 
and collections must he made from other parts, 
and transferred to the proper places before 
they can be made available for the payment 
of these expenses. 
It will also happen, that 
among more than ten thousand collecting 
agents, some will always be found in default” 
money will often be withheld, and not unfre- 
quently, till recovered by legal process, 
if 
every cent of money arising from postages 
was always paid over to the department the 
day it becomes due, and if it could also be 
transferred on that day in the exact proportion 
necessary to meet the demands of each con­ 
tractor in the place where he expects to re­ 
ceive it, then it appears, from the reports of 
the depaitment, the Postmaster General would 
have had occasion to borrow no more than the 
sum of two hundred and thirty-eight thousand 
dollars. 
But taking into consideration the 
situation and circumstances under which the 
revenue of the department arises, it must ap­ 
pear to every one, that in the payment of 
seven hundred thousand dollars everv three 
months, there must have been more than or­ 
dinary care in having so managed the affairs 
of the department, as to have anticipated its 
revenues to no greater amount than one hun­ 
dred and sixty two thousand dollars. 
The 
objections urged by gentlemen on the other 
side, are, that the Postmaster General has in­ 
curred expenses in transporting the mail be­ 
yond the revenue of his department, and has 
borrowed money to meet those expenses with­ 
out authority. 
The first of these objections, 
the Postmaster General lias explained in his 
annual report, which shows, that the method 
of keeping the accounts of the transportation 
of the mail was illusory. 
He was anxious to 
afford to the country.all the mail facilities in 
liis power, and the country has enjoyed the 
benefit of every cent that has been expended. 
He has procured the service of the transporta­ 
tion lower than what was formerly paid. Had 
he not been misled as stated in his report, both 
in the amount of liis means, and in the current 
expenses of the department, he would not 
have transcended its revenues. 
He, however, 
found his department in debt beiore fie was 
aware of the fact, and as soon as the deficien­ 
cy was discovered, he adopted a system of re­ 
trenchment, which, in a reasonable time, will 
remedy the evil. 
1 have already partly an­ 
swered the second objection which has been 
made ; the debt was incurred before the Post­ 
master General was aware of it, and he lias 
taken effectual measures for its liquidation. 
If then there is an apology for the department 
being in debt, it certainly is more equitable to 
owe the money to banks, than to withhold it 
from individuals who have earned it, and who, 
without receiving it, would not have had the 
means of transporting the mail agreeably to 
their respective contracts. 
In fact, if the 
money had not been borrowed, and paid to the 
contractors,there would have been great dan­ 
ger that the transportation of the mail would 
have ceased in many instances. 
The loan 
from the hanks was made upon the credit of 
the department alone, and not ot the treasury; 
only two ol the banks are among those select­
